NASA Marshall Space Flight 
Center (MSFC), a leader in revolutionary space propulsion research, 
has partnered with the Aerospace Industries Association, National 
Association of Rocketry, and Rockets for Schools to offer the following 
projects:

Educator Workshop
One adult educator or mentor from each of the top 20 teams in the 
TARC competition and the top three level 2 teams in the Rockets for 
Schools competition will be invited to a NASA Student Launch Initia-
tive Workshop July 8–12, 2009, in Huntsville, AL, or August 24–28, 
2009, in Logan, Utah. Attendees will participate in informative work-
shops on student rocketry and payload development with NASA scientists 
and engineers and tour research and development facilities. 

Student Launch Initiative
Teams sending an educator or mentor to the Educator Workshop will 
be eligible to submit a proposal to participate in the 2009–2010 NASA 
Student Launch Initiative. The top teams will be selected to partner 
with NASA to design, build, test, and launch a reusable vehicle carry-
ing a science payload to an altitude of 5,280 feet (1,609 meters) above 
ground level. Each team will receive a minimum grant of $2,500.
